The filings of candidates for the Repub- 


lican and Democratic primary elections 
strikingly failed to produce any interesting 
or important contests. The line-up shows 
that party factionalism is virtually absent 
this year, as measured by the uncontested 
aspirations for nominations for governor 
and United States senator. 


Gov. Vernon W. Thomson and Roland 


Steinle have clear roads ahead for nomina- 
tions for the governorship and senatorship 
in the Republican primary. 


Sen. Gaylord Nelson of Madison has an 


equally clear path before him for the Dem- 
ocratic gubernatorial nomination, a situa- 
tion that is somewhat curious in a year 
when the Democrats seem to have per- 
suaded themselves that their outlook is 
good. It is strange that there are not other 
ambitious men in the party who want to be 
governor and who are willing to compete 
with Mr. Nelson, thus far untried as a can- 
didate in a statewide constituency. 


Sen. Proxmire has a couple of chal- 


lengers, but they are unlikely to cost him 
any sleep on these warm Washington 
nights. If either of them gets more than a 
tiny fraction of the votes it will betray a 
disenchantment about the junior senator, 
rather than any confidence in their qualifi- 
cations. 


The most important of the" remaining 


statewide ballot decisions is the nomination 


of candidates for lieutenant governor. Ac- 
cording to all the rules Lt. Gov. Warren P. 
Knowles is the favorite against George M. 
Smith and Sen. O'Brien of Green Bay, al- 
though the fact of the latter's competition 
shows that some of the sheen has been 
rubbed off Mr. Knowles in these recent 
years. 


Philleo Nash, who has seemed to many 


persons to be one of the more responsible 
of the Democrats who have risen to rank 
in the minority party organization lately, is 
perhaps the favorite for the counterpart 
Democratic nomination. Should he be suc- 
cessful, he can also be depended on to 
aspire to higher posts in other years. 


The legislature has produced more com- 


petition than usual this year — probably 
because the 1957 session was generous in 
the way of boosting salaries and perqui- 
sites. Whatever the cause, the unusual com- 
plement of candidates in both parties is a 
sign of political health. In too many dis- 
tricts for too many years parties and voters 
have tended to ignore or play down legis- 
lative recruiting and campaigning. The leg- 
islature is the heart of the state govern- 
ment. It is the governor who proposes, but 
the legislature disposes. The fact that both 
parties ran about evenly in recruiting for 
the legislature this year also shows a 
wholesome tendency to attain balance in 
the partisan alignment of the state. 


The Consumer Gefs Some Breaks 


The Christian Science Monitor thinks 


several recent actions in Congress indicate 
that the much-neglected consumer is begin- 
ning to come into his own in Washington. 


Many observers have commented over 


the years about the way the consumer's in- 
terest is often overlooked in our political 
and legislative processes. This is because 
self-interest groups that want higher prices 
or wages (which push up prices) are well 
organized and have strong and vocal lob- 
bies working for them in Washington and 
the state capitals. The consumer, on the 
other hand, has Jno lobby as such, despite 
the fact that all of us are consumers. Thus, 
as the Monitor comments, "everybody" in 
Washington is supposed to look after the 
consumer, which in practice means that no 
one does. 


But in recent weeks Congress has taken 


several actions which can be interpreted as 
"pro-consumer." It has agreed to eliminate 
the 3 per cent tax on transportation of 
freight, coal, oil, and other property, has 
voted to require automobile dealers to dis- 
play on new cars the manufacturers' sug* 
gested retail prices, and has killed with 
little ceremony a catch-all farm bill that 
would have resulted in higher food prices 
for everybody. 


The defeat of the farm bill was per- 


haps the most significant act of all. For half 
a century Congress has been dominated by 
the "farm bloc" which has successfully de- 
manded government policies to bolster and 
even push up the prices of food and fibers 
— prices that must be paid by Americans 
in food and clothing stores across the na- 


tion. The farm bloc has been so powerful 
that at times it has seemed to persuade the 
country that there was something moral 
and wonderful about high prices, some- 
thing immoral and detestable about low 
prices. The consumer himself sometimes 
has seemed mesmerized by this argument. 


But in recent years as the percentage 


of farmers in the total population has been 
shrinking rapidly, the influence of the 
farm blocs in Congress and the state legis- 
latures has been withering away, and more 
and more lawmakers have stood up to pro- 
test policies which increase the prices their 
constituents must pay. As the Monitor 
points out, there is a "growing Reluctance 
of the man in the street to pay taxes to prop 
up farm prices which his wife must pay at 
the foodUstore." 


When one considers the race between 


prices and incomes that has taken place in 
this country during the last 13 years it is 
surprising that there has not been a con- 
sumers' revolt long before this. The expla- 
nation, we suppose, is that the times have 
been so prosperous that most people's in- 
comes have been rising faster than the 
prices they must pay. But now that we are 
in this strange recession in which some 
people's incomes have dropped but prices 
continue to rise, the revolt seems to be in 
the making and congressmen, ever alert to 
changes in sentiment among their constit- 
uents on "bread and butter" matters, are 
reacting swiftly.

We cannot think of a better omen for 


the economic future of the nation. Give the 
consumer more for his money, and then 
you can really persuade him to "buy now."

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The congressional committee question- 


ing Bernard Goldfine may be gelling more 
publicity, but a Senate committee also hold- 
ing hearings in Washington is digging up 
far more dirt about rotten people who 
thrive on the earnings and abilities of hon- 
est Americans. 


The Select Committee on Improper Ac- 


tivities in the Labor or Management Field 
has been handed the Fifth amendment an- 
swer so many times it ought to cause a re- 
reading of the Constitution. In attempts to 
find out whether unions — such as the Ho- 
tel and Restaurant Employes and Bartend- 
ers International locals — have been used 
in continued shakedowns of various Chica- 
go restaurants, the committee has been 
calling a variety of hoodlums to the tele- 
vised hearings. 


The big shot is one Tony Accardo, titular 


head of the old Capone mob who succeeded 
Paul Ricca, now in prison for income tax 
evasion, who succeeded Capone himself. Ac- 
cardo has been arrested dozens of times in 
his 52 years and questioned in scores of 
murder, vice, narcotics and gambling cases, 
but he has never been convicted. In succes- 
sion Accardo, wearing dark glasses to main- 


tain some sort of prestige apparently, took 
the Fifth amendment when asked whether 
he ever received money from a certain law- 
yer, and whether he had a house valued at 
$500,000 with 22 rooms, a swimming pool, 
bowling alleys, organ, gold fixtures in the 
bathrooms and a $10,000 bathtub cut from 
a solid chunk of stone imported from Mexi- 
co. Since most of these questions could 
hardly incriminate him, the committee has 
charged that he is making a mockery of the 
Constitution. 


Accardo and his ilk have continuously 


made a mockery of government, courts and 
law enforcement agencies. A new picketing 
gimmick is to import carloads of skid row 
bums, furnish them with the right amount 
of cash and send them into uncooperative 
restaurants to spill food, drop plates and 
fall asleep on the tables. 


It doesn't seem as if things have changed 


much in the Chicago underworld since the 
vicious days of prohibition. It must be 
hoped that there will be a more thorough 
follow-up of indictment of hoodlums than 
there was after Sen. Kefauver's highly pub- 
licized but abortive investigation before 
the television cameras several years ago.

If the consensus is that 


American industry and bus- 
iness are holding their own

Indications are that the

with the United States. 


Technological gains have 


fetched our communist com- 
petitors enviable advantages 
which place them in a pos- 
ture to strengthen their sub- 
tle attack on this Country's 
trade position. 


The current skirmish over 


aluminum provides one ex- 
ample of the dire circum- 
stance in which the U. S. 
may find itself unless It can 
successfully counter the Red 
offensive. 


Things were fine on the 


aluminum front until a mere 
three months ago. Now the 
chances are good, according 
to economic analysts, that if 
you buy an aluminum boat 
you may be buying Russian- 
made metal. 


What happened 
during 


that brief period? 


Things were rocking along 


on an even keel until Rus- 
sian rocket successes were 
eventually interpreted, by 
the Kremlin to mean the 
Soviet Union could stop con- 
centrating on war planes, 
which require up to 40,000 
pounds Of aluminum apiece, 
and could count on missiles, 


which use only 3,000 pounds 
each. 


As early as 1955, the Sov- 


iet Union had been exporting 
aluminum. In 1957 it shipped 
37,000 tons 
abroad.

ket in April at 2 cents a 
pound below the 24.63 cents 
which Canadian aluminum 
was bringing in London. 


"Britain responded to the 


lure. Canada began cutting 
to match. A worldwide price 
slashing

that resulted in an 18 per 
cent drop in 60 days. 


How did that affect inter- 


nal U. S. conditions? 


Pig aluminum sells at 21 


to 22 cents a pound in world 
markets and then has to 
meet a U. 9. tariff of 1.3 
cents a pound. The barrier 
is insufficient to keep for- 
eign metal out — metal 
which, as a result of delib- 
erate* intent, enjoys a com- 
petitive advantage. 


Not only was the potential 


American position on the 
world market further under- 
mined, but plants through- 
out the U. S. had to curtail 
production, close down, re- 
lease workers and further 
complicate 
the 
country's 


economic woes. 


The Soviet aluminum of- 


fensive 
against 
the 
free 


world is apparently cunning- 
ly timed to have two calcu- 
lated effects: 


1. To generate doubt over 


the 
advisability of freer 


world trade at a time when 
that issue is up for delibera- 
tion before Congress. 


2. To com p l i c a t e this 


country's recovery from re- 
cession.

Meat animals gained 22 


per cent over a year ago, 
and it is not always realiz- 
ed that meat income is a 
sizeable item in the state 
dairy economy with its pro- 
duction of veal and cattle 
culls. Eggs were up 23 per 
Cent and crop prices gener- 
ally showed a slight gam.
